The modern American kitchen Is a miracle ot 
labor-saving convenience. Electric ranges, refriger- 
ators, washers and all. manner of other appliances 
have transformed both the urban and rural home. 

That kitchen, strange as the idea may seem, 
wouldn't be possible if H weren't for farm machinery 
— tractors and harvesters and all the rest! 

Here's the reason. In this nation's early days, 
it took 85 farm workers to produce -enough rood for 
themselves and 19 others — now 15 farmers produce 
enough for themselves and 85 others. To come 
down to modern times, In the past 40 years farm 
output has doubled — while the number ot manhours 
needed to achieve the enormous , production has 
steadily declined. That means that, vast armies of, 
people have been able to take jobs In Industry. They 
produce automobiles, stoves, TV sets and all the 
thousand and one other things that make for better 
living. To take one example, a modern combine 
saves In a single day enough manpower to manu- 
facture a refrigerator. There. would be only a com- 
parative handful of people available to man the 
factories if we were still dependent on human and 
animal labor to do the jobs of the farm. 

Farm output must be much greater still in the 
future — our soaring population makes that certain. 
And again machinery will make the task possible and 
at the same time leave plenty of workers for our 
other needs.

"Grew Some" Story 

McGregor Smith, Chairman of the Board of the 
Florida Power & Light Company, recently told what 
he describes as "a grew some" story. It's an im- 
pressive story indeed. This company had 243,000 
KW of plant capability at the end of 1945. It will 
have 740,000 next November. Its capitalization grew 
from $91,000,000 at the end of 1945 to $139,000,000 at 
the end of 1953, and is headed toward $453,000,000 
in 1961. Where It had 2,061 employes at the end of 
1945, it had 4,358 when 1953 closed, and will need 
about 8,000 in 1901. Its rate of return has been 
comparatively uniform, and it has been able to pay 
fair dividends to the owner-stockholders who make 
its existence possible. Power rates are low. 

Many factors have contributed to this remark- 
able record ot growth. One of the important ones 
is the state public utility commission's approach to 
regulation — an approach which Mr, Smith called "the 
most fair and sensible I have ever known." Basic- 
ally, the formula is a simple one. The Commission's 
general counsel has described it in these words: 
"The Florida Commission has never been greatly 
concerned over the rate of return. It has been 
much more interested in the dollar requirements of 
the utility. How many dollars does the utility re- 
quire in order to meet its operating expenses, de- 
preciation charges, taxes, maintenance expenses, 



debt service, dividend requirements and transfer- a 
reasonable amount to surplus?" 

This policy has made it possible for the company j 
to attract the new capital needed. And that, in turn, 
has made possible Its growth and progress, which 
has worked to the benefit of all business and indi- 
viduals In Its territory. . "When we give enterprise 
a fair break and . encourage It to go ahead we get 
striking results.

NEW YORK — Granddaughters 
of two of the moat' dangerous men . 
of the Confederacy met' for the 
first time at the New York His* 
torlcal Society this year. It was 
ninety years ago that New York 
was nearly burned to the ground. 
Chicago was In panic, and several 
border stales were almost won 
over to the Confederacy, due' to 
the daring of two Southern agents 
and their associates. 

Historical documents revcaJJng 
some of the machinations of a 
Confederate spy ring were pre- 
sented to the New York Histori- 
cal Society by the granddaughters 
of the two leading spies, Mrs. 
John J. Wynn, Mt. Sterling, Ky, 
and Miss Mary Crane Hone, Mar- 
ristown, N.J. gave the society doc- 
uments which have never been 
out of their families since the 
Civil War. 

The presentation marked the 
90th anniversary of the Confed- 
erate plot to destroy New York. 
James D. Horan, author of the 
new book, "Confederate Agent," 
cooperated with Society officials 
in bringing Mrs. Wynn and Miss 
Hone together. 

Captain Thomas H. HJnes, 
C.S.A., was the mysterious, mas- 
ter-mind of the Confederate piot,\ 
and before. he was finished, he al- *' 
.most succeeded in 'getting Illinois, •' 
Indiana and Ohio to join the Con- 
federacy; New York was In 
flames, Chicago near panic; 
Northern banks and 'army pay- 
rolls were robbed of millions; a 
secret army of 100,000 Northern 
Confederates were prepared to 
strike; and a Confederate fleet 
was moving up to burn the port 
cities of the Union.

ing the swift stratojels with extra 
power for takeofT. 

Although not the conventional- 
type highball, a mixture of water 
and alcohol Is injected Into the 
combustion chambers of the en- 
gines as a spray, This process 
increases both the mass flow 
through the engines and the ve- 
locity of the jet gases thus pro- 
viding greater thrust. 

Water injection combined with 

a new external rocket arrange- 
ment has provided the 600-miles- 
per-hour bomber with a huge in- 
crease in available takeoff pow- 
er. This additional power enables 
the bomber to operate from short- 
/ er 'fields or to lift maximum loads 
from existing runways. 

The "highball" must be prop- 
erly mixed, as too much or too 
little alcohol In the mixture will 
influence engine operation and re- 
sult in reduced augmentation. 



Now No Nutrias May Be 
Raised Sans Licenses 

SACRAMENTO, California — 
You no longer can raise nutria in 
California without a license. 

In case yoy didn't know, the 
nutria is a targe rodent, the latest 
fur-farming wonder animal. Nu- 
tria farming is not new In the 
United States. According to the 
departments of agriculture and 
fish and game the first nutria was 
imported into this country by 
Will Flakes in 1899, He started 
with a male and three females at 
Elizabeth Lake. California. 

The new state restrictions on 
nutria farming have sprung from 
concern by agriculturists and 
wildlife people over the increas- 
ing population of nutria In the 
state. During the last four years 
approximately 200 nutria farms 
have begun operations with up to 
20 pairs of nutria. Several nutria 
associations and cooperations are 
expanding activities In the state. 
The animals arc being sold as 
breeding stock at prices ranging 
from $400 to $1,000 each.
